-Recollect the three days of 
July in France. There is a case directly 
in point. By an attempt to restrain the 
press, a complete revolution was effected 
in France. Let the press alone, it will 
purify itself—publit opinion will regulate 
it. But let its rights forever remaio sa- 
cred. The greatest benefits often results 
even fiom the licenfiousness of the press. 
Take the present times as an example. 
What has tended more to open the eyes of 
the people than tae licertiousness of the 
| hired presses of the present Government? 
For instance—editors who live by the Go- 
vernment are held dependent upon it for 
support, and have been supported upon 
one condition only, viz: to conceal cor- 
1uption, aod brow-beat, villify, and con- 
tradict all those who attempt to expose 
them. This attack upon character, and a 
misrepreseotation of what the people know 
to be facts, led them to suspect all was not 
right, and induced them to look into the 
administration of affairs, and what has been 
the result? Precisely the reverse of the 
assertions of those lying papers. Thus 
they have been of more real utility to the 
country thao the Opposition presses. Who 
afier this will believe such editors? Not 
one. 

Therefore, let the press be free in its 
widest sense; for it is impossible to apply 
a remedy without destroying the whole— 
destroy one tittle of the freedom of the 
press, and you destroy the whole fair fabric 
of liberty! aad when attempts are made by 
any government or by any party, to abridge, 
stifle, suppress, or in any shape infringe 
the liberty of the press, rely upon it, there 
is danger at band!

‘For changing the Color of the Hair, from 
Red or Grey toa Brown or Black, 


Directions for Use—Itst. Too great 
care cannot be taken to cleanse the hair trom 
grease, us the dye will not take effect unless it be 
entirely removed. To do which, wash the hair in 
a solution of about a quarter of ap ounce of pearl- 
ash to a quart of water, until it be pesteetly clean; 
and, when it has become perfectly day, is fitted to 
receive the pxeparation. 

Q. Toprevent the Dye from eoloring the skin, 
grease the part around the hair which may be liable 
to be touched with it. 

3d. Toapply the Dye, shake it well, so as te 
raise the settling at the bottom; then (having a 
piece of sponge ready, tied tothe end of a smalb 
stick, about an ineh wide,)pass a small comb in at 
the roots of the hair to prevent the skin becomin 
diseolored, pour a little iato a cup or glass, co 
the hair in one direction, dip your sponge into the 
dye, and rub it over the hair uaail nt beeomes quite 
wet; let it remain till dry;then comb the hairin ap 
opposite direction; repeat # till brown, aad so om 
tilk the hair becomes black.
